REPORT’ OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the Voters of the Town of Huntington: 


In compliance with the laws of Vermont, I herewith submit 
my annual report as Superintendent of Schools for the year ending 
January 31, 1947. 

As in previous years, three elementary schools have been main- 
tained for a periof of thirty-five weeks, the minimum required by 
law. 

Schools which are being maintained during the year 1947- 
1948 are as follows: :

Attendance in all the schools has been satisfactory throughout 
the year. Parents are to be complimented for the interest they 
show in causing their children to attend school regularly. The 
steady progress of a pupil can be maintained only by attendance at 
all sessions. 

There is no doubt but that in the near future a new plan for the 
distribution of State aid based entirely upon average daily attend- 
ance will be adopted. Therefore, it is very important that this 
be kept at a maximum in order that the town will not be penalized 
by a reduction of State revenue for school purposes. 

In most school systems of the State, transportation continues 
to be one of the more expensive items in the cost of operation of 
schools. During the school year which ended June 30, 1947, a 
total of $1,007.90 was spent for transporting 23 pupils or an 
average of $43.82 per pupil. This is not an excessive rate as it 
compares favorably with that in other towns. 

At the beginning of the current school year, two new teachers 
were necessary to fill vacancies in the Catherine Ross School. Miss 
Mildred Freeman of Monkton was engaged to teach in the primary 
room and Miss Kathleen Mobbs of Essex accepted the position in 
the upper grades. In spite of the critical shortage of elementary 
teachers, Huntington was fortunate in having secured the services 
of well qualified teachers for all schools. Since the outlook for next 
year is very discouraging, it is advisable to retain the present teach- 
ing staff next year if possible. Although there has been a marked 
increase in teachers’ salaries in recent years, the supply of properly 
trained teaching personnel remains entirely inadequate to meet the 
demand, and it doubtless will remain so for some time to come. 
Courses of study recommended by the State Department have 
been continued as in the past with such modification as has seemed 
best to meet the needs of local conditions. Some new courses have 
been anticipated for some time, but the introduction of them has 
been postponed on account of the difficulty which has been en- 
countered in securing texts for such courses. A new basic reading 
method has been introduced in the primary room of the Catherine 
Ross school to replace the Cordts method which has been in use for 
several years. All the schools are now using modern texts in read-

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ing which is one of the most important subjects taught in any 
school system. Some new texts for other subjects have been pur- 
chased to supplement those already in use. 

In general, school buildings are in a satisfactory condition. On 
account of the extreme high cost of labor and material, major im- 
provements have been kept at a minimum. All necessary repairs 
have been made as the conditions demanded. 

In conclusion, I would again recommend that some improvement 
in the artificial lighting of the Catherine Ross school be made next 
year. There is also need of additional playground equipment for 
the Catherine Ross and Hanksville schools. If the enrollment in 
the school at the lower village continues as large as it is at the 
present time, I would recommend that some provision be made to 
employ another teacher. At present, there are too many pupils in 
the primary room to insure best results. 

I wish to express to members of your school board and the 
voters of Huntington deep appreciation of the support which has 


- been given the schools in the past and I earnestly solicit your co- 


operation in the future.

Pe Abt OR RICHER 'S REPOR | 


I am submitting my annual report to the selectmen for the town 
of Huntington from May 21, 1947 to January 1, 1948, in regard to 
the sanitary conditions and the public health in general. 

Owing to the short time [ have been serving as your health 
officer the data connected with this department will have to be very 
brief. | 

1. wish to have reprinted Sec. 5297 from the Public Laws of the 
State of Vermont, which reads as follows: “REPORT OF COM- 
Pee Cri (DISEASES TO) HEALTH OFFICER, Whe 
head of a family in an unorganized town or gore in whose home 
there occurs a case of infectious or contagious disease dangerous 
to the public health shall immediately give notice to the health offi- 
cer. A physician who knows or suspects that a person in such un- 
organized town or gore whom he has been called to attend is sick 
or has died of a communicable disease dangerous to the public 
health shall at once quarantine and report to the health officer the 
place where such cause exists, the name, degree of virulence and 
cause or source of the disease and such other facts relating thereto 
as may be necessary for the health officer to make examination and 
act in the premises. ‘The head of a family or a physician who fails 
to give reasonable notice to the health officer of the existence of 
‘such a disease shall be fined not more than fifty dollars nor less 
than ten dollars.” 

“The negligence in reporting these cases should be impressed 
upon the people, so that in the future a better record can be kept 
of diseases that could become epidemic. 

In general the health of the town has been very good. Only 
the following communicable diseases were reported to this depart- 
ment since May 21 from which there were no deaths.
